The following letter, which is self explana- 
tory was sent from the postoffice department 
today, by Postmaster General Gresham: 
‘**Postoftice depar:ment, Washington, D C 
September 19, 1883. Washington B. Mer- 
chant, postmaster at New Orleans, La., Sir: 
Since you were instructed to deliver no reg- 
istered letters reaching your office addressed 
toM. A. Dauphin, andto redeem no more 
orders payable to him, he has directed, in an 
advertisement inserted in certain newspapers, 
that all registered letters intended for him, 
and concerning the Louisiana State 
Lottery company, be addressed to the 
New Orleans National bank at 
New Orleans, and that all money orders sent 
to your office for his benefit, and concerning 
the business of said lottery company, be 
made payable to said bank. I am in posses- 
sion of trustworthy information that this 
bank has been, and is still receiving, through 
your office, registered letters and money or- 
ders for the benefit of M. A. Dauphin, in 

ursuance of his published directions. This 
is a defiant scheme on the part of M. A. Dau- 
phin and the New Orleans national bank to 
evade the orders which bave been addressed to 
you by the postmaster’ general, in 
- pursuance of the statutes of 
the United States, intended to protect the 
maijsand thé public against a business which 
is vicious and immoraly, and which, in the 
main, preys upon the ignorant and crednlous 
This bank cannot be permitted to stand in 
the shoes of M. A. Dauphin, and thus enable 
him to accomplish by :ndirection, what he is 
not allowed to do directly. Hereafter, there- 
fore, you will deliver to the New Orleans 
National bank no registered letters, and re- 
deem no money orders payable to it, but deal 
with the same as directed by the order of the 
department of November 13tb, 1879.

WASHINGTON, September 19.—A Karsas re- 
publican, who was an actor on the Stage in 
the stirringtimesof Andrew Jobnson, was 
inguired of concerning Ross, who was one of 
the senators from that state and on whose 
vote the fate of Johnsun at the impeachment 
trial depended.

Mr Livingston used to 
drive twenty four-in-band, but thinks now he 
is too old to drive such a string. After Curran 
delivered Damascus he saw him but once, 
and that was at Monza. The horse testified 
his joy at again seeing him by playfully 
biting Curran’s coat sleeve and rubbing 
against him. The horse in afew days was 
sent to the royal breeding stables at Pisa, and 
no one was permitted to see him, not even 
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Curran. King Humbert put his restriction 
in force in order to have the excitement 
about the horse to die out a little. All classes, 
particularly horsemen, were anxious to see 
the animal. Among thosewho most admired 
bim were chief of court ceremonies, Peruzzi, 
and Celso Cesare Morenso, of Genoa, proj+c- 
tor of the Pacificcable.

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JUNIUS BRU?tTUS BOOTH. 
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“he Death of the Bearer of a Well Known Theairtea’ 
Name—is Life and Character. 
PHILADELPHIA, September 19.—J unius Brn- 
tus Booth, the actor and theatrical manager, 
died at his home in Manchester by-the Sea at 
ten minutes after 11 o’clock to-night. For 
over a week his life has been despaired of, and 
for some days he has been waited upen by his 
wife, Agnes Booth, his brothers Edwin and 
Joseph, and some other members of the farm 
ily. Edwin, the tragedian, left yvesterr:y 
moruing to fill an engagement with the fri! 
understanding that he would never see his 
brother alive again. Mr. Booth hus been in a 
comatose condition since Tuesday, and has 
had no nourishment since that time save 4 
spoonful of stimulant Friday. He died wit! 
out pain. His last public appearance was in 
Bartley Campbell’s “Galley Slave” about two 
years ago. Two of his are buried in 
Manchester, and his great wish of lying by 
their side is gratified. 
He was the oldest son of the great tragedia 
by his first wife. He was born at Charleston, 
South Carelina, in 1821, and spent: the early 
partof hislifeon the old Booth farm in 
Hartford county, Maryland. He wasa stu- 
dious boy and a great favorite with his father. 
who hoped to sce the lad develop a fondness 
for lawor medicine. Young Junius. how- 
ever, soon showed his partiality for the stage. 
In his fourteenth year he was one of the 
managers of {whe Great Olympian circus: ad- 
mission, 1 cent.’° The performances were 
given in the cellar of a house on High street, 
in Baltimore. Associated with him in the 
management of the Olympian were John 
Sleeper Clarke and other boys, who 
afterward became prominent actors. 
Junius made his professional debut in 
Pittsburg, in 1834, when he played Tressel] in 
“Richard tl.’ In 1851 he made his first ap- 
pearance in New York, at the Bowery tiea- 
ter. A few months later he went to Califor- 
nia, and, after playing tragedy in San Fran- 
cisco and Sacramento, entered into partner- 
ship with William B. Chapman,the comedian 
and managed a theater. A few seasons later 
Junius returned to the east and tried starring 
but was not successful. He was an actor of 
ordinary ability, and in the race for popular- 
ty was outstripped by his younger and more 
tulented brothers—Edwin and John Wilkes. 
ile had, however, a thorough knowledge of 
acting, and was a fine stage director. 
He played with many of the 
most prominent dramatic compa- 
nies in America since the war, and made 
his last public appearance in Philadelphia in 
‘The Galley Slave’ a year orso ago. In 1867 
Booth became the manager of the Boston 
theatre, which he conducted successfully for 
several years, and 73 be leased Booth’s

in 1873 
theatre, New York, from Edwin, but soon re- 
tired from the management of that unfortu- 
nate house. Early in life he married an 
actress named Matilda Debar. They sep- 
arated in 1801, and in 1852 
he married. a Boston’ actress named 
Harriet Mace. She died at San’ Francisco in 
1859. His third and present wife was the 
widow of Harry Perry, «an actor. Her- 
maiden name: was Marian Agnes Land 
Rookes. She was born in Sydney, New South 
Wales, in 1845, and came to California asa 
girl, where s:e married Perry in 
Is61. He dieda year later, and in 1867, hay- 
ing come to New York,she played with For- 
rest at Niblo’s, and became the wife of 
Junius Brutus Booth. A few years ago Buoth’s 
health became bad, and travel aggravated his 
disease. He owned a cottage at Manchester- 
by-the-Sea, a beautiful spot on the north 
shore of Massachusetts bay. There he built 
the Massoconoma house. Since the opening 
of the big hotel Booth has devoted a large 
part of his time to its management, and its 
profits are believed to have been large. He 
leaves one son by his present marriage, anda 
daughter, Marian Booth, by one of his former 
wives.

In an article on the history of Katonton the 
Chronicle says: ‘“E atonton was called for 
General Eaton. for several years consul in the 
Barbary states. The population of the town 
in 1828 was 726. There were then six doctors, 
seven lawyers, and thirty stores and sh 
about equal to the present number. 
of the town were sold onthe 14th of April, 
1808. A Mr. Williams erected the first frame 
building in this year, and it was after 1837 be- 
fore any fine residencess were built. The old 
Union church was erected in the early his 
tory of the town, but it was in 1857 that the 
Methodists built their splended house, a 
credit ‘to that denomination. Eatonton. or 
Putnam. the birth place of 
distinguished men whose names. are 
foo many to eccupy space in this article. It 
is the county of Putnam, and is at the 
terminus of the Eatonton, Mille lgeville and 
Gordon railroad, abranch of the great Cen- 
tral, which has leased the former for the term 
ninety nine years, ata guarantee of 7 per 
cent one year and & the next. This town, 
which was incorporated a city a few vears 
back, with aregular board of aldermen and 
mayor, has nearly fifteen hundred in- 
habitants now. It has 30 stores, or business 
houses, one contractor and builder, two mas- 
ter mechanics, besides others, one stone and 
brick mason, three blacksmith shops, one eate 
and livery stable. one hotel, four boarding 
houses, one barber sh Op, two printing oftices, 
five lawyers, five doctors, five teachers, (in- 
cluding two colored), two white resident 
preachers, and two colored. The city is one 
of the prettiest in Georgia, especially tos park 
in which is erected the courthouse 

Mr. H. ¢ Lewis w rites to the Henry coun- 
ty Weekly “IT was born in Morgan county 
and lived there until [ was 12 years old. In 
825 [ movedto Henry county and ¢ettled on 
Little Walnut creek. and now live within five 
mules of where I first settled. Henry county 
was an entirely new country at that time. 
The sedge-grass was hip high nearly .every- 
where. The branches were surrounded on 
every side by cane brakes, and the swamps 
were so dense that one could not see 
his way through the cane aud grass. I have 
seen from six to sixteen deer in a drove and 
as many as twenty wild turkeysinagang.

A Man of Great Promtnencein Georgia Cut Down In 
i outh. 
From the Augusta Chronicle. 

Abouttwo months ago, Judge Farish Fur- 
man called at the Chronicle office, while pas- 
sing through Augusta. This was the first and 
only time the writer ever beheld him. 
Though 37 years of age, he did not look any- 
thi like it, and the high, bright hopes 
beaming in his whole countenance and giv- 
ing tone to every look and syllable made 
him appear stiil more youthful. He had be- 
come famous as a practical planter and by 
precept and example, had done more pe chaps 
than any man of his yearsto fire the w hole ag 
ricultural south withem ulation of his own re- 
markable career. It is said that the Pilih 
he had given to the world was not. original 
Granted; but he had the signal credit of not 
only popularizing it, but demonstrating sub- 
stantially thatethe poorest landin the south 
can be made to produce crops equaling and 
often surpassing those fertilized by nature 
and unworn by culture. He was a splendid 
type of younger generation of southern 
men who are to build up’ this sec- 
tion and make it the most = 4pro- 
ductive on the eartl itis to nt credit that, 
finding that law snd politic s could not satisfy 


ambition. and that a a men were 
gain more local celebrity than hi 
such pursuits, he turned bis acute in 
his fondness for compos}- 
in research another 
with such success as to completely 
overshadow in far-pervading reputation the 
rivals of bis farmer ssion. . While his 
miod was absorbed in the triumph of his 
farming operations, and 1@ =o grander 
plans tor developing a. home industry in 
mining and fertilizers, be had not altogetLer 
suppressed the desire to shine as a legislator. 
It seemed to us, from some casual words he 
dropped, that vision looked bevond his 
agricultiral schemes and that he expected 
later on to make a victory in one domain the 
stepping stone to highest preferment in ah- 
other. But he little dreamed, as we did 
that instead of pushing from one distinctic 
to another during a long life, he then dwelt 
under the shadow of death. Hestood before us 
the picture of robust, manly health and 
beauty, seemingly prede: stined to length of 
days, ‘and yet, in about eight weeks, he v 
sleeping in the grave. It range that 
useful, so thorough, so excellent, so strong, 
so admirable a young man should pass away, 
while so many thousands who ycumbet 
the earth and scandalize it remain! We are 
again confronted with the cry of Lear over 
the body of Cordelia: ‘‘What! Shall a rat,a 
cat, a dog have life, and thou no breath at 
all?” Thevoice of Faith, however, comes 
stilland softand low to. answer that, in a!l 
likelihood, this 


noted Georgian had 
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that he had sowed the 
seed for an abundant harvest; that it might 
not have been well for him to linger upon 
earth, and that God, who gave and took him, 
“doeth all things well.’’ He has left behind 
him, to be the pride of wife, children and 
country, a noble record, haloed by an undy- 
ing memory of youth.

budget makes a 
national wisdom. It 
seems to show two things: 

1. That 
privilege against the people. 

2. That the people, notwithstanding suf- 
frage, are incapable of self protection. 
Inthe preparation of the annual budget, 
there is need of wide knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of government—of the special charac- 
ter of our own federal government—and of 
the resources of this great and wide country; 
not so much, however, that we may interfere 
with these resources, as keep “‘hands off” of 
them, and not check their development. It 
requires much knowledge to suppress 
quackery. It isachief duty of a statesman 
to repress the folly of those who would have 
government do everything for everybody. 
W hat are the duties of government: especially 
of our owa federal government.- We need to 
understand them in order to know whether 
they are properly fulfilled. In our own case 
there is no difficulty in understanding the 
duties of our government. Its constitution 
is in writing; its powers and duties distinctly 
defined. Being a federal government its 
powers are few. They are specific and the 
most ofthem inexpensive or self-supporting. 
To enumerate these powers they are: to lay 
taxes, borrow money, regulate commerce, 
make rules for naturalization, coin money and 
punish counterfeiting, establish postofliceés, 
grant patents, establish courts and punish 
piracies. Add the war power and we have 
the whole list. Most ofthem are inexpensive. 
The postoffice is self-supporting. 
rather a means of revenue than an expense. 
The really costly items are but two, the civil 
listand war. War being the most expensive 
of all national powers, in this regard we have 
peculiar advantages. Ours isa peace policy. 
We have an ocean between us and any form- 
idable power. 

The civil list, therefore, is really our chief 
necessary expense. It costs enough, yet in 
our actual budget it makes a very small 
figure—not one tenth of the whole—so little

are our expenditures guided by the constitu- 
tion—so much by usurpation. 

To understand the present enormous scale 
of easy going expenditures we need to have a 
good general run of what the budget has been 
in the past. 

The receipts of the United States govern- 
ment for the firsteleven years 1790 
inclusive) were on an average about five mil- 
lions perannum.

The receipts of the one year 1882 ($600 G0U,- 
000) exceed the total receipts of the govern- 
ment for the first thirty years of its existence 
—these being $348,000 000. The receipts of 
the two years (about $800,000,000) 
exceed the total for the first fifty 
years—Vviz: $752,000,000. Prior to the war, the 
aggregate receipts were $1,500,000,000—mak- 
ing anannual average for seventy years of 
about $21,000,000, 
would make an aggregate of $1,600,000,000— 
exceeding by $100,000,000 the aggregate re- 
ceipts of the first seventy years of the repub- 
lic. Verily, the government has learned well 
the artof bleeding the people. For seventy 
years prior tothe war, the average tax per 
capita was about $1.69 per annum. In 1882 
about $7.60. These figures are astounding. 

Before the war the greatest receipts were in 
1854, viz: $64,225,000. In 1858 they were 
$49,000,000. Such are some of the results of 
comparison with more distant periods. Since 
the war the greatest nominal receipts for any 
ene year were in 1866, viz: $490,000,000 in 
greenbacks, equivalent to about $350,000,000 
in gold. In 1845 they touched a minium 
point—$F,000, 000. 

We are now prepared to understand better 
the present history of federal taxation. For 
the last five years the receipts in round 
numbers have been as follows:

Veginning of an Interesting Murder Trial in 
Decatur. 

Decatur in the superior

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THE “‘OLEO” BILL. 


Mr. Johnaon’s Billon Oleomargerine Masace the Sen- 
ute— the Points lu the BLL. 

The oleomargarine bill came up in the senate yes- 
terday and was passed. The bill was introduced in 
the house by Mr. Mark Johnson, Jr., and at first was 
regarded as a jokeand it was thought that it would 
not pass. It did pass, however, and wentto the 
senate. It was referred to a committee and was 
favorably passed upon without amendmeat. The 


billis very stringert and requires that all dealers in 
oleomargarine shall notify their Customers 
when oleomargarine is offe red them. All manu- 
facturers of oleomargarine are required to prope 
label their product. Hotels, restaurants and oth 
places of public e:tertainment where ert cored 
arine is used are required to posta sign in their 
ining rooms as follows: ‘‘This house uses oleo- 
margurine.’’ The same notice has to be put on the 
billsof fare. The punishment for a failure to do so 
is that prescribed by section 4310 of the code. It 
will be seen that oleomargarine will be oor tically 
banished toa larze extent if the law is reed, 

When the billeame upin the sevate rday 
Judge Hoyt, the senator from ihis distric t, ma dea 
sharp argumentin opposition. He urged that the 
measure was harsh and unnecessary. For his part 
he did not use oleo marge cin e but he had under- 
stood thatit was excellent for cooking purposes, 
and that many used it ou their tables.

He denounced oleomargarine as un 
healthy, and said that the tag should not be de- 
frauded and imposed upon by dealers in the mock 
butter.
